JANUARY 12, MEETING 


CALL TO ORDER 


The monthly meeting of the Hannibal Amateur Radio Club was called 
to order by President Don Vary (KD@HHN) at 7PM with the following 
members present: Ed Turner (NOWNYV); Allan Cermak (K9AJC); 
Alan Tabor (N9MAF); Kenny Franklin(KEQ@KCQ); Tony 
McUmber(N@BPA); Joe LauLetta(W6JFL);Rob Ahrens(KEQDZD; 
and Cliff Ahrens(K@CA) by proxy. 
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Proposals for Membership: 


None 


Minutes of previous meeting: 


There were no corrections or changes to the minutes from last 
month’s minutes. A motion was made by Al (N9MAF) and seconded by 
Ken (KEQ@KCQ) to accept the minutes as posted. The motion carried. 


Treasurer’s Report: 


Ken(KE@KCQ) reported the following finances for the club: 
Last month’s checking: $2449.40 
This month’s checking: $2664.40 
CD Balance: $1342.79 
Petty cash: $40.00 
Total club assets: $4047.31 


A motion was made by Al(N9MAF) and seconded by Joe 
(W6JFL) to accept the Treasurer’s report as read. The motion carried. 
A question was asked by ED (NOWNV) how we keep ending up with 
change amount in the CD. Ken replied that it was the interest payments 
that we receive twice a year on the CD. 


Repeaters: 


Al (N9MAF) reported that as much as he would like to take 
credit, the 625 repeater has been behaving this year and he has not had 
to do anything to it. Last year, at this time, we were having issues with 
the repeater, and he was there daily. He even contacted the radio 
station engineer to see if they had changed anything from last year and 
they said no. The 880 repeater has an internal controller, and A&W 
was able to get that working, so we can control the repeater, so we do 
not need to look at replacing it. The hang time issue and tone issues 
took some time to figure out but were fixed. 

Al said there was an old repeater in the building and wondered if 
that was the one that took the lightning hit. Don(KD@HHN) said he 
didn’t think so because the repeater that was hit had 2 ICOM 2 meter 
radios in it, one set for transmit and the other for receive, and that was 
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probably an older one that was replaced by the one that was hit. Don 
also mentioned that he was looking through older issues of the 
newsletter and found out that the 880 site also had a packet repeater 
there at one time. Al reported that he saw a 2 meter mobile rig up there 
and also a home made set of duplexers up there. The duplexers would 
need heating and/or air conditioning to work properly, which would be 
a problem in that building. Don also reported that he found a 
Kantronics KAM which he brought home to see if it could be used if we 
were looking at reestablishing a packet node. Question was asked if the 
packet would interfere with the 880 repeater. Answered that it would 
not, that is what the duplexer is for, it would block frequencies that 
would be close to the frequencies used. Also Don mentioned that he 
believed the frequency for the packet was in the 145KHz range of 
simplex frequencies. 

Al continued that when he started with the repeaters, the problem 
with the 880 was it was getting desensitized, and so he replaced the 
duplexer with one that he had. Al asked if the club wanted to do 
anything with it or see if Tom wants it back. Discussion continued 
about when that repeater was replaced and issues the club was looking 
at with various repeaters. Al mentioned for a stand alone repeater you 
would need at least 30 watts for receive to pick up signals. Joe(W6JFL) 
asked what ours were set at because they have great reception, Al said 
625 is 50 watts and is 210 feet up the tower. 880 is a 100 watt on a 150 ft 
pole. Tom also said that when he gets a tower crew in the area, he will 
send them up the 880 tower to fix the problem with the top antenna, we 
are currently operating on the lower one because the SWR on the upper 
antenna was high. AI said he will take the one unit home and check it 
out, and asked if anyone wanted the other duplexer. 


Unfinished Business: 


Don (KDQ@HHN) brought up about looking into the possibility of 
reestablishing a packet node in Hannibal. Danny Pease over in Camp 
Point had a packet node but it has gone off the air. Al(NIMAF) said 
that he didn’t think Packet was being used much. Don mentioned that 
ARES8® is using packet to transmit forms as needed. Also groups are 
using APRS for bike events, marathons, etc. He will look into the 
possibility and see if we would have the equipment available to set it up. 
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Tony(NOBPA) asked if we were finished with the Ambulance 
district. Don mentioned that when Cardinal-Glennon expanded their 
plans, they took over the lower area. Joe reported that the Neonate 
team is no longer at Base 1. Joe, said he would talk to Eric Murfin to 
see if we could look at going back to Base 1. We already have the 
antennas in place there. 


Al(N9MAF) still has a MF J Random wire HF tuner from the 
estate we had, anyone who has $15-20 can get it and donate the money 
to the club. Ken(KEOKCQ) to check with Ken(KFOTEX) to see if he 
has paid for the equipment he bought. 


New Business: 


Tony(NOBPA) asked if we would be doing a Technician class 
again. Don said that he would like to see about getting another class 
going, he would have to see if Larry(WB2UFO) and Cliff(K@CA) would 
be interested in doing classes. ARRL used to do syllabus for 
Technician, and go from there with General and Extra. Allan(K9AJC) 
sad he did his Tech and General with E-Ham and took tests for both. 


Discussion ensued about school clubs. Don mentioned that there 
used to be a radio club at the school but it disbanded. Ken(KEQKCQ) 
mentioned that Monroe City school might try to do a STEM night. He 
will check into if they will have it again and report back. 


Joe asked if the net control stations for the ARES net could give a 
gap after person was called to acknowledge their call, Allan asked 
about updating the roster. Don reported that the roster will be updated 
in March after dues are paid. 


Adjournment: 
With no other business, a motion was made by Tony(NOBPA) 


and seconded by Allan (K9AJC) to adjourn the meeting. The motion 
carried.
